The Bobcat Is An Elusive Predator In Alabama

The bobcat is one of Alabama’s 
largest remaining predators. It is an 
elusive and secretive animal rarely 
being seen even by veteran 
outdoorsmen. The bobcat is most 
active at dusk and dawn and only 
occasionally seen during the middle 
of the day 


One of the smaller members of 
the cat family, an adult male will 
averge about 20-25 pounds in weight 
with the female being a little 
smaller, The bobcat will appear to be 
about two or three times the size of a 
domestic cat. It is easily recognized 
by its most striking features: tufted 
ears, spots, big feet, face ruff, and a

short tail that is rarely more than six 
inches long. Its legs are long in 
comparison to its body size and this 
feature enables it to leap as far as ten 
feet in a single bound and reach a 
speed of 30 miles per hour for a short 
distance. 

Generally considered a forest 
species, the bobcat thrives any place 
prey is abundant. Its physique, keen 
sense of sight and hearing makes it a 
very efficient predator, feeding 
mostly on small mammals and birds. 
Studies have shown that the rabbit is 
the most common food item. The 
reason probably is that the cottontail 
rabbit is abundant throughout 
Alabama and most active at the same 
time as the bobcat. 

The bobcat is mostly a loner 
(except during the mating season) 
and spends a great deal of time 
establishing and defending its 
territory. Its home range varies from 
1-20 square miles depending directly 
on food availability, sex of the 
animal, season and climate. 

The mating season of the bobcat 
extends from late February to June 
and is announced by the loud 
caterwauling of the male, which is 
similar to, but louder than that of 
domestic cats. Following a gestation 
of about 62 days, the female will give 
birth to an average of three kittens. 
The male takes no part in the rearing 
of the young. The female bobcat is 
an excellent mother and teaches her 
young the skills necessary for them 
to survive in the wild. 

The bobcat is one of Alabama’s 
most valuable fur bearing animals. 
State Game and Fish records for the 
past five-year period show that 
trappers have averaged an annual 
harvest of over 2,400 bobcats within 
the state. These records indicate that 
Alabama's bobcat population is 
stable with the highest density being 
in the southern half of the state.

The schedule change came about 
from an idea the school’s principal, 
Lavon Cain, had two years ago. Last 
year Cain attended a workshop in 
Montgomery where scheduling was 
‘iscussed. This summer, at another 
workshop in Eufaula, Cain had the 
chance to talk with administrators 
about how the seven period schedule 
worked for them. 

Upon returning from the work- 
shop, Cain discussed the idea with 
the school’s guidance counselor, Pat 
Taylor, and several teachers and 
parents. Cain and Taylor worked for 
a month on the seven period 
schedule the school now has. 

Cain said, ‘'The Plan of 
Excellence calls for 360 minutes of 
class instruction and with the new 
schedule, we are offering 366 
minutes of classroom instruction.” 
He added, ‘‘we are well within the 
guidelines set in the Plan of 
Excellence.’’ School begins at 7:55 
a.m. and ends at 3:00 p.m. Classes 
are 52 minutes long with one class 
lasting 54 minutes. 

High school students were pre- 
registered for classes the week 
before school began so the faculty 
could explain the new schedule, Cain 
said the students and parents haye 
excepted the schedule and like the 
idea that students have more classes 
available for them to take, Teachers 
like the schedule because their class 
sizes are smaller, and they are still 
teaching six hours a day with an hour 
for a planning period

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Also included in writing for the 
first time Bradford said, was that 
Elba Hydro would assume liability 
for $34,000 borrowed from the U.S. 
Department of Energy for a feasi- 
bility study on the site. 

Two other changes in the existing 
contract would change the present 
November 28 performance clause 
‘within 20 months", with the date of 
October 1, 1986, as the must date for 
generating of power 

Bradford and Brantley said they 
had a firm with small power plants 
operating around the world which is 
willing to place this facility in 
production. The firm has one such 
facility operating in the United 
States and this is in the state of 
Maine The equipment is manu- 
factured in France 

At least two other firms have 
expressed an interest in the facility 
and have sent experts to the site to 
study the feasibility and cost of 
putting the plant back into proeduct® 
putting the plant back into pro- 
duction, 

City officials have not publicly 
expressed opinions on this matter 
but were told by legal counsel that 
they shouldn't consider a lease from 
anyone else as long as the present 
contract was in effect. 

There has been some differing of 
opinions on the status of the oper- 
ating license from the federal power 


administration with one opinion 
being that it was assigned to the site 
and the other being that it was 
issued to Elba Hydro, The request 
for the license was held up for about 
a month last year when a 
Washington, D.C. firm requested it 
be issued to them instead of Elba 
Hydro. 

Also, Bradford and Brantley are 
concerned with their investment to 
date. They say they have con- 
siderable investment in the facility 
and stand to lose this if their contract 
is canceled 

One of the potential leasees 
waiting in the wings has urged the 
city to act quickly due to the 
December 31, 1985, deadline for 
earning some tax credits on 
installing the plant Elba Hydro 
would qualify due to the fact their 
applications are already filed to 
operate the facility, but any new 
leasee would have to be formally 
signed up prior to the deadline to get 
the credits. 

Brantley and Bradford said they 
were sending each member of the

The alcohol tragedy is not new, 
but the present magnitude of the 
tragedy is staggering. The impact of 
alcohol upon lives, families, and 
society is beyond measure. I believe 
drinking alcoholic beverages should 
have no place in Christian lives. 
Some have labeled it a social 
problem, but in God’s eyes it is sin. 
The Bible warns against it in very 
strong terms. ‘‘Who has woe? Who 
has sorrow? Who has strife? Who 
has complaints? Who has needless 
bruises? Who has bloodshot eyes? 
Those who linger over wine, who go 
to sample bowls of mixed wine.’’ 
(Proverbs 23:29, 30) 

I. THE SCRIPTURES CITE 
TRAGEDIES AND  PROSCRIP- 
TIONS INVOLVING ALCOHOL 


A. Tragedies 

1. Noah’s grandson cursed. 
(Gensis 9: 20-26). Noah, a man who 
had found grace in the eyes of the 
Lord, grew grapes, made wine, and 
became intoxicated. In his drunken 
stupor he lay naked in his tent. His 
son Ham entered, saw his father’s 
nakedness, and told his two 
brothers; but his brothers refused to 
look on their father’s nakedness. 
When Noah awoke and learned what 
had happened, he cursed Ham's son 
Canaan. It sounds like a 20th century 
tragedy. How often a son's life is 
cursed because of a _ parent’s 
alcoholic abuse. 


2. Lot's daughters pregnant by 
incest (Genesis 19: 30-36) Lot and his 
two daughters were living in a cave. 
The two girls decided that since their 
father was the only man around, they 
would make him drunk and lie with 
him so they might become pregnant. 
The Bible says Lot was so drunk he 
did not know when the young women 
came in and lay down or when they 
departed. If Lot had not been 
drinking, this would not have 
happened. But the tragedy did not 
stop there. The children born, of 
those acts of incest began the line of 
Moabites and Ammonites who were

Beginning September 1, children 
placed by DYS in foster family 
homes will be eligible for Medicaid 
services. 

Medicaid Commissioner Faye S. 
Baggiano said that many children 
with records of delinquency 
currently living in DYS facilities 
would benefit from placement in 
foster family homes.

The new agreement will remove 
the foster families’ medical liability 
and make the children easier to 
place, In addition to DYS and the 
Alabama Medicaid Agency, the 
State Department of Pensions and 
Security is also a party to the 
agreement. County Departments of 
Pensions and Security will certify the 
eligibility of children for the 
program. 

The agreement will also be 
financially beneficial to the state. 
Currently, the state pays the full cost 
of medical care for children in DYS 
facilities, The federal government 
will pay 72 percent of the health care 


costs of Medicaid-covered DYS 
foster children. DYS will pay 
Medicaid’s state share of the 


medical costs--28 percent.
